Score of Commons Members Ac- 
cuse Goternment of Wasting 
Tonnage by Inefficiency. :

Chicago. Police Instructed to Take 
. Ne Chances with Poisoner.

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—All doubt as .to 
the genuineness of the boastful letter 
sent by Crones to Ta® Naw Yore Timps 
has been cleared away. His declaration 
that he had a revolver, a knife, and 
gome explosives resulted in an. order 
being given by every Police Depart- 
ment working .on the case to take him 
dead or alive, ‘‘ but take no chances.”

BAFF GUNMEN TURN SILENT. 


Prosecutor Moves. to. Rid City of’ 
Alien” Murderers. 


After an examination of several. poul- 
try dealers, District Attorney Swann 
yesterday thought he was nearer to the 
origin of the fund that paid for the 
murder of Barnet Baff. The witnesses 
established for a. certainty that 125 
chicken dealers contributed to the mur- 
der fund,’ and that at least twenty of 
them knew its exact purpose. 

The District Attorney, questioned Sam- 
vel-Meyerson, a clerk for Garlick & Co., 
now held as a material witness, but 
Meyerson insisted that he knew nothing. 
Reticence was also manifested by Car- 
melo Russo, who has admitted that he 
would have taken a part in the Rs ge 
of .Baff if he had not been locked up 
in the Tombs. His. otter Was sent by

District Attorney Swann has discov- 
ered that the foreign quarters, and Har- 
lem’s “Little Italy ’’ in particular, are 
infested by criminals, against whom 
nothing can be proved, but who operate 
so successfully. that action should be 
taken to deport them. Judge Swann 
said yesterday that he intended to con- 
sult the immi tion ‘scknorities as to 
whether’ New York cannot rid herself 
of these criminals under the alien law.

Thirteen 
of her horses were poisoned, and fearing 
worse persecutions, she sold out and que

It will 
be infroduced in the Legislature next 
week and will take the place of the 
Lockwood-Bilenbogen bill, which was 
vetoed by Mayor Mitchel last year be- 
cause it transferred the Tenement House 
functions to the Building -Supeririten-

A visitor to the city stood in Times 
Square yesterday afternoon and his eyes 
wandered to all points of the compass. 
Uptown, downtown, and across town ‘he 
looked, Then he shrugged his ——e 
and delivered his opinion. 

‘ “This -is the biggest’ town in the 
country,"’ he said, ‘‘ and it certainly is 
the slushiest! *’ 

An. all-afternoon tour of the shopping 
and financial district led the observer 
to the belief that there was not one dry 
street crossing in the whole city, There 
‘were few stretches of sidewalk that were 
not as wet as the streets. 

Forty-second ‘Street, the chief east 
and west highway of the city, was a hor- 
rible example of what a. metropolitan 
thoroughfare should not be. In the early 
afternooh there were puddles that en- 
fulfed rubbers, overshoes, and goloshes. 


the afternoon there was a little ldke 
formed by the water that ran down the 
hill from Forty-first Street. Crossing 
Madison Avenue became a sporting event 
while the lake lasted, and many tempers 
were ruffled.’ Eventually one of Com- 
missioner Fetherston’s men spoiled the 
sport by providing an escape for the 
water. 

Fifth Avenue lost its reputation for im- 
maculateness, although its condition was 
better than other main arteries of tra-fic. 
Between Fifty-ninth Street and Twenty- 
third Street. at least six blocks were 
fairly dry. These were the exception 
that proved the rtle, though. Down 
near Thirtieth Street there was a dry 
crossing. -Many persons commented on 
it. A Janitor explained that séveral 


there and they had @ried out the cross- 
ing. One little old woman said she didn’t 


see why Mayor Mitchel did not have 
steam pipes laid under all the crossings. 
She. suggested that letters be written to 
the papers on the subject. 

In the shopping ‘istrict about Thirty- 
fourth Street conditions were as bad as 
everywhere elso. From Twenty-third 
Street north the planked surface of 
Broadway was one long vista of mud, 
slime, and puddles. Here and th ere the 
boards had swollen so that the subway 
workers under the street were protected 
from the mr ws showers from above, 
and the water, left to its own devices, 
formed puddles, pools, and lakes. These 
were innocent enough when unmolested, 
but if you happened to be near one at 
the same time an.automobile passed 
renee it you were pained or angry or 
both at the spattering of your clothes. 

In spite of what the stranger said about 
a being the slushiest city in the coun- 
uy. there were several old New Yorkers 
who said they remembered worse days. 
One .of them remembered when there 
Was little, if any, Street Cleaning De- 
partment, and sweepers preceded pedes- 
trians across the wet crossings. Tey 
were rewarded with gratuities for their 
services. Under those‘conditions it would 
havé proved very expensive: to walk 
dry-footed from: Twenty-third to. Fiftty- 
ninth Street yesterday. 

It will be better ay. Nearly all the 
ice has become’ slush, and the snow 
water. This helps the Street Cleant 
Department, and the city will be muc 
cleaner tonight. Last night men were 
out with ag" hs of hose flushing the 
crossings on the main Pnronenteres. and 
the mud was rapidly disappearing.

To this we said we could not 
agree. 

“It. turned out that Mr. Goldsmith 

was the owner of sixty shares of New 
England stock, worth about $3,000, and 
was not in a position to incur the ex- 
pense of six months’ employment of 
counsel. 
_’ * Apparently before bringing the suits 
the list of stockholders had been gone 
over and the name of Goldsmith finally 
selected as plaintiff. Apparently he 
was promised a considerable sum of 
money for the use of his name. A 
New York lawyer, William J. Kelly, 
appeared to be behind the suits. In the 
Fall of 1892 Kelly’ seemed to lose in- 
terest in the suits, and Messrs. Olling, 
Webb, and Morehouse appealed directly 
to the New Haven road, and the suits 
thereafter wére in the name of* the 
New Haven.

It is only fair to say 
that in his reply he ignored my request 
for the stenographer’s notes, and ex- 
Pressing a willingness to see Mr. 
Stroock. .I did not, in fact, get the 
stenographer’s notes till the court pro- 
ceedings began, and then only after 1 
had subpoenaed the stenographer.’’ —§_ 

Mr. Whipple presented Mr. Brandeis’s 
letter in evidence and it contained no 
reference to the request for the stenog- 
rapher’s notes.

‘* What is Mr. Brandcis's general rep- 
utation with the Boston bar,” asked 
Mr. Anderson.

Justice Kelly Paid Brandeis. 

Justice William J. Kelly of the Su- 
preme Court of Brooklyn is the ‘‘ New 
York lawyer. William J. Kelly,’’ who, 
Mr. Storey testified, appeared to be be- 
hind the ‘suits against the New Bngland 
Railroad. _At his home in Brooklyn Jus- 
tice Kelly said last night: 

‘“‘ If there, was any attempt to wreck 
this road, I do not know of it. 
I was counsel for 
time. There was 


Austin Corbin at that 
a dispute between the 
railroad company and some of the Di- 
rectors, and Mr. Corbin resigned as 
President of' the road. Later on these 
suits were brought against the railroad 
company. Goldsmith was one of the 
stockholders, and also one of the plain- 
tiffs: in the suit against the railroad 
company. This litigation grew out of: a 
dispute in the Directorate.. If the road 
was wrecked it was incidental to this 
litigation. : : 

“Tt admit paying Brandeis: for his 
services in that litigation. There was 
nothing irregular about that, While I 
was the counsel for Mr. Corbin I did 
not take any part in the trial of these 
suits. Mr. Brandeis was the trial at- 
torney. I paid Mr. Brandeis simply be- 
cause I ‘acted as fiscal agent for Mr. 
Corbin. There was no effort to conceal 
any facts in these suits, All these mat- 
ters, in fact, were brought out at the 
recent investigation of the New” Hoven 


road. 

Justice Kelly réferred to the later suit 
by the estate of Goldsmith against the 
Corbin estate, amd said that, contrary 
to Mr. Storey’s statement that the: suit 
was brought to recover payment for the 
use of Goldsmith’s name, it was brought 
for. the recovery of expenses and dis- 
bursements incurred during the trial, of 
the action against the railroad company. 

“ There were several stockholders,’’ he 
said, “‘in the joint action embracing 
some ten suits, and each was supposed to 
pay. his pro rata share of the costs. 
Goldsmith paid more than his share at 
the time, and this overpayment was due 
from Mr. Corbin.’’

AMSTERDAM, Feb;'17, (via London.)

BERLIN, Feb. 17, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—Reports from the north coast 
indicate that considerable damage was 
done: by a storm’ last night which 
caused an unusually high tide between 
2 and 4 A. Portions of Hamburg 
near the waterfront were flooded and 
residents were obliged to abandon their 
quarters temporarily. Firemen were 
called. out to empty cellars. At Altona, 
on-the Elbe below Hamburg, the water 
entered the engineroom of the electric 
works, causing interruption of street 
railway service until 9 o’clock this 
mcrning. 

At Gluckstadt, on the Elbe twenty- 
nine miles northwest of Hamburg, the 
water rose nine feet above the normal 
level. Docks and storehouses contain- 
ing coal and wood were damaged and 
a jetty was destroyed. : 


PARIS, Feb. 17.—A gale swept France 
yesterday and caused serious damage 
in Paris and in the provinces. A,num- 
ber of shipwrecks have been reported 
from the maritime districts and the 
channel services have been delayed and 
at some ports interrupted. Telegraph 
wires and tree have been blown down 
and. several persons were. killed and 
injured in Paris by falling tiles and 
chimneys; In the Chambery district a 
local torrent anhogs 4 ~ banks and flooded 
the plains lving below. 

Reports from the war front describe 
the weather ‘for the last forty-eight 
hours as the worst experienced since 
the war began. The gale was particu- 
larly severe in the Belgian. district, 
where roofs were blown off houses, 
trees uprooted and: many persons in-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—National de- 
fense figured in several developments in 
the House today and was discussed both 
onthe floor and in. committee.

Daniels to advise if the contract for the 
Schley, a fleet submarine, gave. the Elec- 
tric at Company; three years in which 
to complete the vessel... He issued a 
statement assailing the, Navy Depart- 
ment because of the slow work on sub- 
marine vessels. 

His resolution recites that Congress 
authorized the construction of one fleet 
submarine in June, 1914, and two in 
March, 1915, and that ‘‘no work what- 
ever has been done in the construction of 
any of these vessels.”’ 

** T have been informed,’’ said Gardner, 
** that last Spring Secretary Daniels en- 
tered into a contract for the construc- 
tion of the seagoing submarine Schley, 
and that the contract calls for its corm- 
pletion in three years. As the construc- 
tion of the Schley was authorized in 
June, 1914, fourteen months ago, and as 
not a stroke of work has yet been done 
on her, I am forced to the conclusion 
that the-Navy Department is not aware 
of the fact that war is going on in Bu- 
rope.’’ 

Congressman Elsea Williams of Illi- 
nois told the House that. he had made a 
mail canvass of sentiment in Illinois, and 
8 per cent. of the people heard from 
were in favor of the preparedness pro- 
gram. . 

Congressman Richard Wayne Parker 
of New Jersey urged immediate appro- 
priations to obtain ample supplies of 
guns and ammunition.

ADVOCATES TAX REFORM. 


Wagner Would Exempt All 
Property to Relieve City. 


Speciat to The New York Times., 

ALBANY, Feb. 17.—Senator Robert R. 
Wagner, minority leader of the Senate, |' 
téday introduced:a_ bill. exempting State 
Lproperty. from ‘taxation. .New York City 
‘pays 70 per cent. of. the tax on State 
‘reservations, most. of which goes to up- 
State counties. 

* The State has been paying up-State 
counties*and municipalities abouts $190,- 
000 annually,’”’ Senator Wagner said. to- 
day; ‘‘as taxes upon its forest lands, 
and New York City, therefore, pays in* 
directly to these up-State counties about 
$130,000 a year. The practice is unfair. 
The State’s property in Néw York Cit} 
and. other cities. is exempt..from. taxa- 
tion. Why should there be a discrimina- 
tion. in favor of a few up-State coyn- 
ties? 

“Tt seems to me that this method of 
subsidizing a few. up-State counties at 
the expense of New York City should be 
stopped. We in the greater city who are 
struggling under an enormous debt cer- 
tainly cannot longer tolerate the prac- 
tice. The Brown Committee forgot to 
récommend this economy, but the minor- 
ity of-the committee called attention to 


it, and this bill of mine is in compliance 
with the’ minority. recommendations.”

MALONE REPLIES TO ROOT. 


Collector Will Defend the Prosident 
in the Middle West. 


Spccial to The New York Times. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Feb. 16.— 
Dudley Field Malone, Collector of the 
Port of New York, arrived at the Hotel 
Traymore today for a few days’ rest 
previous to his speaking tour through- 
out the Middle West. Mr. Malone is the 
first representative of the Administra- 
tion to get on the firing line. He will 
discuss the subject.of preparedness, and 
will uphold and defend President Wil- 
son’s position, and will devote particular 
attention to the attacks made by ex- 
Senator Root, Colonel Roosevelt, and 
others. 

Mr. Malone’s first engagement is at 
the Colosseum. in Peoria, Ill., where he 
will be the principal speaker at a ban- 
quet to be participated in by 1,500 men 
with 2,500 women guests on Washin 
ton’s Birthday. On Feb. 23 he will 
speak in Chicago, and will then cover 
the States of Illinois, Indiana, and part 
of Ohio.
